The prac- 
tice of drilling-in fertilizer with the 
‘seed, which has proved to be one of 
| the most important contributions to 
cereal production in Western Canada, 
; was introduced into the West in 
11928 says “Scientific Agricultur: 
Prior to that, commercial fertilizers 
were applied by the broadcast 
method. In the fertilizer trials, which 
covered nine agricultural districts, 
dividual records were compiled a: 
three types of response were noted: 
(1) to phosphate; (2) to phosphate 
with smaller increases in nitrogen; 
(3) to both nitrogen and phosphate, 
with a local tendency for potash to 
give increased yields. 


The response to nitrogen decreased 
from north to south, whereas phos- 


| phate gave response throughout. Pot- 


ash gave no significant response in 
any of the prairie soils. Where in- 
creases were secured from nitrogen 
alone, ammonium sulphate proved 
superior to sodium nitrate. The three 
types of response coincide with the 
three major soil belts, and hence the 
zoning for the fertilizer requirements 
of wheat in the northern preirie re- 
gion is indicated, namely: (a) phos- 
phate in the southern belt; (b) phos- 
phate with small amounts of nitro- 
gen in the northern portions of the 
northern prairies; and (c) nitrog 
and phosphate in the wooded belt, 
With the addition of potash whert 
required on local soils only.
